Grasshopper Control 
Methods Discussed 


Poisoned Bait Erratic, 
New Experiments Reveal 


Poisoned bait, used for m a n y 
years, has often given erratic con­ 
trol of grasshoppers, the Oklahoma 
agricultural experiment station re­ 
ports in a recent bulletin. 
During the past few years, many 
new chemicals have been developed 
some of which are very poisonous 
to grasshoppers. Of these, benzene

Insecticides which give most ef­ 
fective control as sprays are chlor­ 
dane, 1.0 to 1.5 pounds per acre; 
toxaphene, 1.5 to 2.0 pounds per 
acre; and parathion, 0.2 to 0.3 pound 
per acre of the actual insecticidal 
m aterial. Most effective is obtained 
by spraying t h e s e on succulent 
plants when the nymphs have near­ 
ly all hatched and are feeding. As 
the season progresses, 
costs in­ 
crease and control decreases. 
The bulletin warned care should 
be taken to prevent livestock from 
feeding on plants that have been 
tested with any of these chemicals. 
The operator applying them should 
avoid contact with them to as great 
an extent as possible. The use of 
masks and gloves is cheap insur­ 
ance.

SOIL CONSERVATION PAYS .. 


The time for seeding winter 
legumes has again rolled around. 
Cooperators of the Upper West 
Fork Soil Conservation District in 
the Bridgeport Work Unit Area 
are realizing the value of a win­ 
ter cover 
crop more 
and more, 
each year. Vetch or winter 
peas 
(Dixie Wonder or Austrian w in­ 
ter) do well in this area. 
Sev­ 
eral advantages are accomplished 
as a result, of planting winter 
cover crops.; The extra added 
nitrogen received from a plant­ 
ing of Vetch or winter peas is 
possibly worth more than any 
other advantage when measured 
in dollars 
and cents. 
A good 
cover of Vetch will add approxi­ 
m ately ninety pounds of nitrogen 
per acre if chopped into topsoil 
while there is a luxuriant growth. 
This amount of nitrogen is equiv­ 
alent to approxim ately 18 sacks 
of 5-10-5. 
Other advantages of 
w inter cover crops are erosion 


control, good grazing and seed 
production. Any advantage men­ 
tioned is worth more than the 
cost of the seed. 
Winter peas 
have about the same qualities as 
Vetch except the Austrian W in­ 
ter peas usually do not make 
seed. 
The preparation of a seedbed 
for planting of winter cover crops 
is very important. 
A well pre­ 
pared, firm seedbed is best. Fair 
results have been obtained frpm 
a poorly prepared seedbed. 
All legume seed should be in­ 
oculated with the proper inocu­ 
lant. 
The inoculant should not 
be outdated. W ithout the inocu­ 
lant the main purpose of soil pro­ 
ductivity is usually defeated. The 
inoculant enables the legume to 
take nitrogen from the a ir and 
store it in its roots. This nitro­ 
gen becomes available to other 
plants as soon as the roots ar*1 
well rotted.

Far out in the Gulf of Mexico 
off Key West, Florida, commer­ 
cial 
fishermen 
several 
months 
ago 
discovered 
vast 
beds 
of 
golden” shrimp. The shrimping 
fleet

Augustine 
pulled out for Key West forth­ 
with. 
Business has been great for 
the shrimpers at the new loca­ 
tion. But for the sea gulls they 
left 
behind 
at 
St. 
Augustine 
times have been terrible. 
W hen the trawlers were work­ 
ing there flocks of the birds fol­ 
lowed behind them. Every time a 
net was hoisted it drew up pecks 
of small, unusuable fish as well 
as shrimp. When the fieshermen 
threw these over the side the 
gulls swooped down on them be­ 
fore they hit the water. The gulls 
also got the worthless heads of 
the shrimp. 


This effortless method of feed­ 
ing has had a profound effect 
upon the gulls that were left be­ 
hind. 


According to the International 
News 
Service, 
the 
reefs 
and 
shores around St. Augustine are 
packed with mournful sea gulls. 
They are 
looking out to sea, 
waiting for the trawlers and free 


meals to come back. 


And while they are waiting, 
they are starving. The people of 
St. Augustine are frantically col­ 
lecting table scraps and popcorn 
to tide the gulls over until they 
rediscover how to fish for them­ 
selves. 
Examining 
this 
phenomenon, 
some naturalists are not too sure 


that the instinct of self-preserva­ 
tion will reassert itself before the 
birds starve to death, the Inter­ 
national News Service reports, Y 
In the generations they existed/ 
in their perfect little “welfare 
state,” the sea gulls simply for­ 
got how to make a living for 
themselves. The same thing can 
happen with people.
